The work is in direct charge df a com- 
mittee of the Columbian Women, 
headed by Mrs. Daniel Houston Buch- 
anan.

The first editorial dealt with tha 
admlaslon of women to the profoa- 
sionai schools of the Univeraity. It 
will be remembered that at that 
time degrees in the professional 
schools Wert not open to women.
